To the Honorable, the City Council of the City of Cambridge: 


Gentlemen:—The Board of Park Commissioners has the honor to 
submit herewith its seventeenth annual report coyering the municipal 
year ending March 3lst, 1910, together with, the sixteenth annual 
report of the General Superintendent of Parks, as required by Section 
4 of the Ordinance establishing a Park Department. 

In their report last year the Park Commissioners asked the 
privilege of completing the river road and thereby opening up some 
four miles of river driveway to the public. In the wisdom of the City 
government no appropriations were made for this purpose; hence, 
one year towards its completion has been lost. 

The question of turning over our river shores to the Common- 
wealth has had much discussion. It is the opinion of the Park Com- 
missioners that this should be done and the control and Maintenance 
assumed by the Metropolitan Park Commission. This opinion is 
not based on the financial question involved in the situation, as Cam- 
bridge is amply able to complete its River Parkway, but rather that 
this River driveway which will become the connecting link between 
the Fens and Fells should have uniform treatment with the Metro- 
politan work on the opposite shore and the control and policing of the 
basin, the river and both shores under one head. Charles River Basin 
is the great water park of Metropolitan Boston, and there should be 
no dual authority in control. 

If, however, it is the judgment of the citizens of Cambridge that 
this view, as expressed by the Board of Park Commissioners, is wrong, 
there should be no further delay in carrying on the work to its final 
completion. 

It is unfortunate to Cambridge that nearly all of the filling 
material taken from the Subway, now under construction, has been 
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taken out of the City. It should be deposited on our own shore, 
where it is badly needed, and where it would enable the City to fill 
its low lands without expense. Even this would be but a slight re- 
turn for the privilege given the Contractor to make an open cut 
through the Main business Artery of the City. 


RINDGE FIELD 


A moderate amount of work should be done this year toward the 
completion of this Park. If the financial condition of the City will 
admit the installation of a few shower baths in the shelter at Rindge 
Field they would be of great value. 


SHADE TREES 


The shade trees of the City are in a deplorable condition, and it 
seems almost impossible to arrest the ravages of insects which have 
killed so many of them. With but two spraying machines and a 
limited appropriation, yivyen for the work, the Commissioners are 
maintaining an uphill fight. The remeval of the dead trees which 
line many of the streets must necessarily be done, and the Board 
earnestly asks that an appropriation be made for this purpose.

_ REPORT OF 
GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT OF PARKS 


Cambridge, April Ist, 1910. 


To the Board of Park Commissioners of the City of Cambridge: 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to present herewith my fourth 
anntial report as General Superintendent of Parks, covering the finan- 
cial year of 1909. 


SEC LION A 
(Area 9.07 acres) 


Section A extends from the south line of Main Street as widened 
for the approach to the new Cambridge Bridge to the west line of the 
third street east of Massachusetts Avenue. 

Seven Welsbach lights were maintained up to July 1st and six 
lights from that time to date. 

The trees on the section are in good condition. 

Before the opening of the Exposition Building last July it was 
necessary to make a change in the original planting plans of the Section, 
and after careful study by Olmsted Brothers, landscape gardeners of 
Brookline, it was decided to open two 30 ft. roadways through the 
proposed lawn in front of the building; one 52 feet east of the entrance 
and one 52 feet south of the entrance, both running from the building 
to the River, leaving a lawn directly in front of the entrance of 102 
feet by 80 feet. 

Seventy-two feet of ribbon strip and four trees that were in front 
of the entrance of the building were removed. 

By making the changes stated, carriages and automobiles may 
approach from either driveway and stop alongside of the curb and 
leave by either driveway. 

~ On July 15th, a contract was made with the A. B. Robbins Iron 
Co. of Quincy for 711 feet of iron fence at $1.48 per foot to be erected 
on the seawall, thus completing the fence to Wadsworth Street and 
with the erection of 1,100 feet more will complete the fence to the 
Cambridge Bridge. 
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The following material has been received during the year on the 
Section :—1,533 loads filling at a cost of $288.—411.4 cu. yds. ashes 
at a cost of $102.88; 1,336.7 cu. yds. loam at a cost of $1,079.34. 


SECTIONS 
(Area 19.72 acres) 


Section B extends from the west line of the third street east of 
Massachusetts Avenue to the west line of the fourth street west of 
the Avenue, but does not include Massachusetts Avenue. 

Twenty-six Welsbach lights have been maintained during the 
season. 

The usual maintenance work has been done during the year, 
four men being constantly employed from April to November Clean- 
ing shrubbery beds, edging ribbon strips and keeping the roadway 
and sidewalks in proper condition. During July and August great 
care was given to weeding the beds. 

The deck of the public landing at Riverbank Court is in poor 
condition and should be replanked this coming year, as its use is in- 
creasing each year not only by those using the river for boating but 
equally this past year by those who took advantage of the skating. 

During the past year thirty maple trees were planted to replace 
those which had died. 

Again I renew my recommendation that the thirty-foot roadway 
for a distance of 600 feet south of Massachusetts Avenue should be 
rebuilt this coming year as the traffic of automobiles has entirely worn 
the surface. 


SEG LIONSG 
(Area 13.39 acres) 


Section C extends from the west line of the fourth street west of 
Massachusetts Avenue to the east line of Brookline Street. 

The past season 14 rock maples were planted between Brookline 
Bridge and the Railroad Bridge, and 8 maples were planted to replace 
those that had died. 

Up to this time 200 loads filling have been received at the Section 
from the Subway at no expense to the City and it is hoped that before 
the Subway is completed enough filling will have been received to 
complete the roadway over the Railroad Bridge and the approach. 

The following is an account of material received: 32 cu. yds. 
filling at a cost of $6.10; 190 cu. yds. cinders at a cost of $47.54; 12 cu. 
yds. loam at a cost of $9. 
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SEC LION: .D 
(Area 38.31 acres) 


Section D extends from the west line of Brookline Street to the 
south line of River Street. 

Twenty-nine Welsbach lights have been maintained, eighteen 
on the driveway and eleven on the Island, together with three arc 
lights on the beach during the bathing season. 

The section has received care the past season from two men 
employed constantly during the summer season cutting grass, clean- 
_ ing shrubbery beds, and taking care of the roadway between Magazine 
and Brookline Streets, together with cleaning the bath houses during 
the bathing season. 

Early in April 234 tree pits were dug, each 14 feet long by 7 1-2 
feet wide and 4 feet deep, and filled with loam and maple trees planted. 

The sidewalk on the south side of the roadway has been brought 
to sub-grade. 

The proposed sidewalk between Pleasant and River Streets was 
widened to almost its full width during the year and requires still 
a great amount of filling to widen it the full width. 

The ribbon strip between the two streets mentioned above is 
ready for loam the coming year. 

The condition of the roadway in general is very poor, and some 
treatment should be given the coming year. 

The bath houses were open from June 14th to September 18th, 
and the following attendants were employed: two life guards, two 
men in the men’s bath house, one each in the locker house and boys’ 
locker house, one attendant in the women’s bath house and one selling 
tickets. 

The laundry work at the bath house was done by the J. & C. 
Laundry Co. at a cost of $5 per hundred suits, $2 per hundred stock- 
ings and $1 per hundred towels. 

The total receipts from the sale of suits, towels, and lockers were 
$945.83, a decrease from the previous year of: $759.28. This shortage 
was due no doubt to the fact that the water being freshened by the 
damming of the river, many persons did not bathe who would have _ 
had the water remained salt. However, the younger children did not 
notice the change and frequented the beach in as large numbers as 
ever. 

The following is an account.of material received on the Section :-— 
644 cu. yds. loam at a cost of $341.81; 905 loads filling at a cost of 
$226.25; 315.4 cu. yds. cinders at a cost of $78.80. 
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SECTION E 
(Area 1.77 acres) 

Section E extends from the north line of River Street to the south 
line of Western Avenue. 

No construction work has been done the past year on this section, 
and in view of the great demand for a continuous driveway on the 
shore of the river, it seems that the matter of opening up this section 
should receive serious consideration. 

I would recommend, therefore, that your honorable Board give 
the matter early attention. 


SE CTIONSE 
(Area 18.89 acres) 


Section F extends from the north line of Western Avenue to the 
east line of Boylston Street. 

Seventeen Welsbach lights have been maintained. 

During the season two men have been employed maintaining the 
section by cleaning the shrubbery beds, cutting grass and Seats 
the roadway and sidewalks clean. 


SECTIONS 
(Area 16.07 acres) 


Section G extends from the west line of Boylston Street to the 
east line of the land of the Stillman Infirmary. 

Twenty-six Welsbach lights have been maintained. 

Four men have been employed caring for the shrubbery beds, 
beach and roadway and cutting grass. | 

The plane trees on the Section were trimmed during the year, 
as the growth interfered with persons driving through the park. 


SECTION H 
(Area 1.44 acres) 


3 Section H extends from the east line of the land of the Stillman 
Infirmary to the Metropolitan taking at Gerry’s landing. 
The section received the usual care from the men employed at 


Section G. 
; LONGFELLOW PARK 


The property known as Longfellow Park was deeded to the City 
by the Memorial Association in el 1908, and accepted by the City 
May 13th, 1909. 

Of the $500 appropriated to care for the Park $200 was expended 
repairing the gate and pointing the stone wall and steps. 
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RINDGE FIELD AND NURSERY 


A new back stop was built on the ball field and the field itself 
rolled several times during the past year. 

The lawn on the Groveland Street side of the fields has been 
seeded and shows very good results. 

The edges of the lawn bordering on the gutters on Groveland 
Road and Pemberton Street have been edged and scuffled. 

About 1,500 cubic yards of filling were received from contractors 
without any expense to the City and placed on the field south of Rail- 
road Street, now Pemberton Street, leaving the space so filled in a 
fairly good condition for the younger children to enjoy games in. 

The gymnasium, together with the swings and sand courts, was 
well patronized by the children of the vicinity. 

As has been the custom in the past the field was flooded for skat- 
ing and proved a great pleasure for a large number of people. 

The Shelter was open from May 29th to October 30th, with a 
matron in charge and on account of the great number of football 
games many requests were received to have the Shelter kept open 
during the winter as well as summer. If the request is granted some 
sort of a heating system will have to be installed. 

One man has been employed in the Nursery caring for the trees 
and shrubs.

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CAMBRIDGE FIELD AND SHELTER 
(Area 12.64 acres) 


With the completion of the new Catholic church on York Street, 
corner of Berkshire Street, a great demand was made for a granolithic 
walk on the Berkshire Street side of the field from Cambridge Street 
to York Street. A contract was made with Simpson Brothers for the 
work and under this contract 734.4 cu. yds. of walk were laid at a cost 
of $904.54. | 

The-shrubbery beds were thoroughly overhauled and the shrubs 
trimmed and the grass kept in good condition. 

The field was flooded for skating, and 33 days of the winter a 
large number of people enjoyed the ice. 

The running track also came in for a good share of ,patronage 
from those in training. 

The flag pole received two coats of paint and is now in an excellent 
condition. 

The brick work around the Shelter was pointed and the wocd- 
work around the bandstand received a coat of paint. 

The walls inside the Shelter were given two coats of paint and 
the woodwork two coats of varnish. 

The lockers in the basement were repaired and the bath room 
painted twice. 

The boiler was overhauled and repaired and the plumbing system 
likewise. 

The Pine Street Playground Committee was given the use of 
the Field and building during the summer months and the Committee 
furnished instructors to take care of the children who were on hand 
each day ready for the games. 

The shrubbery beds adjoining the ball field have suffered a great 
amount this year from those who have watched the ball games. The 
trampled beds will be replanted this coming spring. 

The shower baths were used to a greater extent this year than 
ever as.the table printed below shows. 

It would seem that a great improvement and one which is needed 
could be made by placing over the sand courts some kind of a shelter 
for the little children, who enjoy the courts during the summer days, 
and I would recommend, therefore, that an appropriation be asked this 
coming year for this purpose.

EAST CAMBRIDGE EMBANKMENT 
(Area 8.35 acres) 


At the commencement of the past season and at the request of the 
Pine Street Playground Committee a diamond was laid out and a 
back stop built on the Embankment. 

The ball field was rolled with a steam roller and the rest of the 
field levelled. 

As on Cambridge Field the instructors furnished to take care of 
the children were under the charge of the Playground Committee. 

Since the beginning of the work on the Subway about 6,400 loads 
or 12,800 cubic yards of filling were placed on the 30-ft. strip parallel 
with Commercial Avenue, between Binney Street and the Lechmere 
anal: 

This filling has made a mound of eight feet in height and cost 
the department about $600 to receive it, the agreement with the 
contractor in charge of the Subway being that the City should keep 
half the number of men necessary and the contractor furnished the 
remainder. 

Considerable more filling will be required to carry out the plans 
of the Landscape Gardeners. 

The appropriation for receiving filling was exhausted early in 
December, and since that time no filling has been received. 

The sheltered sand courts for the children should be built this 
coming year in order to give the children of the vicinity a much needed 
playground. 
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CAMBRIDGE COMMON 


The Common received the usual attention for the season, two 
men being constantly employed cutting grass, and cleaning the walks 
and lawns. 

Sixty-five settees were repaired and painted. 

The Soldiers’ Monument was cleansed by a sand blast process 
and the joints in the stone work pointed with the best Portland cement 
and sand to the proportion of one to one. 

On account of the cut made in the small common bounded by 
Kirkland, Peabody and Massachusetts Avenue by the Subway Con- 
tractor, plans were submitted by the Boston Elevated Railway for’ 
a reconstruction of the remainder of the Common and a new setting 
for the Charles Sumner statue. As yet these plans are unaccepted. 


CITY HALL AND WINTHROP SQUARE 


¢. } 
Both these grounds received ample attention the past year. 
City Hall lawn has been weeded, and the grass cut and the shrubbery 
beds at Winthrop Square have been trimmed and the grass cut. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY GROUNDS 


The grounds around the Public Library, Manual Training, 
English High and Latin Schools received attention of three men this 
past season and show very good results. 


BROADWAY COMMON 


The usual care has been given the Common this past year but 
on account of the large number of people frequenting the Common 
it was found very difficult for the men to keep the grass or shrubbery 
beds looking as well as they should under the care given. 

The shrubs were trimmed, and the flagpole has just received 
a coat of paint. 


FORT WASHINGTON 


The usual care has been given the grass and shrubbery beds and, 
considering the number of children who have found it a breathing 
space during the hot summer days, shows very good condition. 

The flagpole has been painted. 
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HASTINGS AND DANA SQUARES 


Both these squares have been cared for the past season, and the 
grass and shrubs are in a fair condition. 

On account of Dana Square fronting the Willard School, the square 
has served as a playground for the children during the noon hour, and 
here the shrubs and beds have been trampled on to a large extent. 


WASHINGTON ELM 


The perforated water pipe which was laid two years ago for the 
purpose of giving moisture to the roots of the tree to all appearances 
is giving entire satisfaction. The tree has been watered twice a week 
both from the hydrant and the underground pipe. 

All dead wood has been removed and the tree sprayed several 
times for the numerous insects and with a slight amount of tarring 
this coming year will live a long while. 


ROAD OILING 


Early in August a contract was entered into with the Barrett 
Manufacturing Company to furnish and spread on the driveway of 
the River Road, a preparation known as Tarvia B., for the sum of 
5 1-2c. per gallon. Before the treatment was applied the dust was 
removed from the roadway in order to allow the oil to penetrate into 
the surface, as very bad results are obtained where the oil stays on 
the surface or the tar is allowed to unite with the dust. 

The Tarvia B. was laid for a width of 20 feet in the centre of the 
30-foot roadway directly in front of Riverbank Court, leaving a gutter 
of five feet on either side and laid on 30 feet of the 40-foot roadway 
between Brookline and Magazine streets as well as the roadway be- 
tween Western Avenue and Mt. Auburn Street. 

Brushes for spreading the oil, after distribution by the dota 
were used, and found to be very beneficial in making an even coat 
of the material. Where cavities were found in the roadway the de- 
partment men placed cracked stone and the machine poured a cover- 
ing of a preparation knownas Tarvia X. A clear sharp sand completed 
the surface and made the patch look like the rest of the roadway. 

The treatment has proven a great success and the roadway even 
at this time shows excellent results. 

I would recommend that a similar treatment be applied the 
coming season, not later than June and thus do away with the un- 
satisfactory watering of the roadway. 

A detailed account of the expenditures under this heading will be 
found in the financial statement. 
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BROWN TAIL MOTH AND GYPSY MOTH EXTERMINATION 


In December, 1909, the Park employees started on extermination 
on private property of the pests known as gypsy and brown tail moths, 
collecting the brown tail nests from the branches and painting the 
gypsy nests with creosote. — | 

About 2,800 estates were cleaned and the charge of 25c. per hour 
sper man for the time spent and 25c. per gallon for creosote used, will 
be placed on the tax bills this coming September as has been the 
custom in past: years. 

On completion of private property the trees on the streets were 
cleaned to the number of about 2,500. 

The results each year show a great decrease in the pests, and 
perhaps nothing shows the results as well as the decrease in appro- 
priation for the work, $6,000 being spent this past season and $11,300 
spent in 1905. 

Co-operation from the property owners increases each year and 
if as hearty co-operation could be had from the State and surround- 
ing towns the conditions would improve greatly and necessarily at 
a less cost. 


LEOPARD MOTH EXTERMINATION 


The insect known as the leopard moth has appeared in several 
sections of the City and has done much damage to both elm and 
maple trees. 

The moth is an European pest and although known in New York 
State has only made an appearance in this State the past year when 
the trees in Harvard College Yard were found infested. 

The larvae of the moth girdle the end of the branches and then 
enter the bark and bore their way into the trunk and take the sap 
from the tree. 

On examination of the many limbs of trees which were blown 
down after the storm of last December it was found that seventy 
per cent of the cases was due to the moths having taken the life from 
the branches. 

No remedy can be suggested for the insect and as yet nothing 
has been received from Washington as to even holding them in check. 


ELM LEAF BEETLE EXTERMINATION 


Work on this pest was commenced in May the past year, and with 
the large spraying machine every tree on the streets and in the parks 
was thoroughly sprayed. 
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A charge of fifty cents per small tree and $1 per large tree was made 
for all work done on private estates by the small hand sprayers and 
for this work bills to the amount of $115 were rendered the property 
owners who requested the work be done. 

The results were excellent from the spraying done, and it would 
seem as if with the aid of another large spraying machine this coming 
year we would be able to make even a better showing, as this past 
season the men were obliged to work Sundays to cover the entire 
city while the slugs were feeding on the foliage during the early part 
of May and June. 


SAND GARDENS 


The appropriation of $200 made under this head was spent as 
follows: 

Ten boxes, 12 feet by 12 feet by 18 inches were placed one each 
in the following named schoolyards:—Gore, Lassell, Riverside, Tar- 
bell, Taylor and Parker; together with two each at Rindge Field and 
Broadway Common. The instruction in each place, as well as the 
care of the children, was provided in each case by the Pine Street 
Playground Committee. 


SHADE TREES 


The trees on the public streets have suffered considerably the 
past few years from the various insects which have fed upon them, 
and so many have died as a result that this year has been spent to 
a great extent removing the dangerous dead trees. 

The early part of the spring 145 rock maple trees were planted 
on various streets, in most cases to replace those that had been re- 
moved. 


The following table shows the work done through the year: 


276 trees trimmed. 

107 heads removed from dead trees. 
66 dead trees removed and 20 trees removed by order of the Board. 
45 stumps of dead trees removed. 
12 wire guards repaired. 


Of the $2,000 appropriated for removal of dead trees, $1,030 was 
spent under contract with Frederick B. Shattuck for the removal of 
fifty dead trees on the public streets as specified:—Wendell Street, 13; 
Massachusetts Avenue, 1; Quincy Street, 2; Prescott Street, 4; Ware 
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Street, 4; Ellery Street, 5; Harvard Street, 5; Broadway, 12; Follen 
Street, 2; Remington Street, 2. All the work was done in a most 
satisfactory manner and the streets and sidewalks left in safe condi- 
tion according to the terms of the contract. 

The remainder of the appropriation, $970, was used to remove 
dead trees on the streets as follows:—Buckingham, 7; Massachusetts 
Avenue, 6; Centre, 5; Dana, 1; William, 3; Auburn, 1; Cottage, 1; 
Magazine, 4; and Cambridge Common, 6. 

It is hoped that a large appropriation may be granted this coming 
year for the purpose of removing the dead trees now standing, many 
of which are in a very dangerous condition.
